Clutch those pearls tight, gays, because there’s one reality show on 
the block you might not like so much. And ironically it’s the one you 
should like the most. 

“The A-List: Newark,” a new series on the gay TV network Logo 
that will wrap its catty first season Monday night, follows a circle of gay 
men of all persuasions —including hunky celebrity photographer Mike, 
lovably queeny hair stylist/assistant duo Ryan andTJ and insufferable 
ex-model-turned-boyfriend-thief Austin— as they z-snap their way 
through the social treacheries of NYC’s Gayland in a glittery tornado of 
designer clothes, expensive city views and pseudo-sweet kissy greetings. 

Their materialism, vanity and transparent ploys for attention have 
had many progressive, self-respecting gay men bridling with indigna- 
tion. “Not all gays are vapid, rich and bitchy,” the thinking homos say 

That’s not the point, and it doesn’t mean “The A-List” isn’t a great show. 

Like the characters who populate the “Real Housewives” snake pits 
or the debaucherous beach house on “Jersey Shore,” these gays are 
meant to serve as symbols of extremes rather than actual representa- 
tions. And, importantly, the well-manicured cast displays enough 
self-awareness to communicate that they’re in on the joke. 

Though most of them are prettier than we are, they represent fully 
realized versions of what so many gays want out of their youth: fame, 
fortune, beauty and the chance to dance to Ke$ha tracks until the sun 
comes up (or at least until Hydrate closes). 

As a gay man who has rightly been accused of both generalizing gays 
and making transparent ploys for attention (often simultaneously), I’ll 
say this: “The A-List: New Tbrk” isn’t intended to portray the lives of 
average gay men, but it still is how many gay men live their lives in Chel- 
sea and Boys town (minus the money for most). And if you’re gay and 
you don’t have a life filled with bottomless mimosas and weekends in 
the Hamptons, chances are you would if you could, at least for awhile. 

Many take issue with the show because LGBT representation in 
the mainstream media is notoriously devoid of substance. But the ugly 
truth is, so is LGBT reality We as a subculture have a habit of resent- 
ing our stereotypes even as we perpetuate them. Some of the same 
gays who decry shallowness, materialism and vanity are blowing rent 
checks at Cram and hosting “Glee”- themed parties on Tuesday nights. 
This isn’t a problem because it’s true— it’s a problem because so many 
like to pretend that it isn’t true just because people are watching. 

The media are allowed to make generalizations and reflect culture 
through a critical or satirical lens. In turn, audiences are allowed to 
watch, read and disagree. 

Instead of maligning the likes of Reichen (the Air Force officer- 
turned-gay activist) or Derek (the modeling agent/spray tan enthu- 
siast) for their indulgent lifestyles, let’s revel in the ludicrousness of 
their antics and try not to take it all too seriously 

And if that doesn’t work for you, there’s always the remote.

Letkiewicz 


World War II vet suffered 
attack after home break-in

Stanley Letkiewicz saw 
a chance to help some- 
body and to get help 
with some of the heavy 
chores that, at age 94, he 
wasn’t up to anymore. 

Some time last winter, 
a family member says 
Letkiewicz took into his 
Cragin home a man he saw begging for change 
outside a nearby Aldi store. It was an act of kind- 
ness police say cost the retired machinist his life 
when, police believe, the man later broke in, beat 
him and ransacked the residence. 

Letkiewicz died Wednesday of injuries he 
suffered in the Oct. 13 attack, and police are 
looking for the man who lived with Letkiewicz 
off and on for about a year. No charges have 
been filed. 

Neighbor Francisco DelAngel called Letkie- 
wicz “a good guy” whose selflessness might have 
blinded him to the danger of the situation. 

“I told Stanley, ‘This guy’s not right, he’s bad 
news. You probably shouldn’t have him living 
here,’ ” DelAngel said. 

But Letkiewicz insisted he could handle it. 
The stubbornness was characteristic of the 
World War II veteran, who served in the Army 
in campaigns in North Africa and Italy accord- 
ing to his son, Raymond. “During the last few 
years, especially if I told him he shouldn’t do 
something, he would definitely go out and do 
it,” his son said. 

His father first let the homeless man stay in 
the finished basement in the house in the 2800 
block of North Long Avenue late last year, Let- 
kiewicz said.

Stanley Letkiewicz let the man stay at his 
house for several months, paying him occasion- 
ally for cleaning or fixing things in the basement 
and the attic. The man’s behavior was erratic, 
and he sometimes was violent toward the man 
who gave him shelter, Raymond Letkiewicz said. 

“They had a couple incidents where the guy 
shoved him, knocked my dad down,” Letkie- 
wicz said. ‘And I don’t care if my dad was over 
90, he was going to punch back.” 

The living arrangement ended in early Sep- 
tember, when the man punched him and de- 
manded money Letkiewicz offered to hand over 
$40, but the suspect demanded more, forced 
the elderly man into his home and snatched his 
wallet, taking $100, according to police. 

Letkiewicz called police, and DelAngel

thought that was the end of it. But in mid-Oc- 
tober, DelAngel’s son noticed a basement win- 
dow open at Letkiewicz’s house. 

DelAngel let himself in with the key Letkie- 
wicz had given him, and found his friend on his 
bedroom floor. 

“He was beaten badly He had probably been 
there a couple days, and his dresser was partly 
on top of him,” DelAngel said.

Bombs 
found 
in Calif, 
house 

□ Authorities have found a second home- 
made explosive and more of a type of

The house occupied by George Djura 
Jakubec, a computer software consultant 
who is under arrest, has been described by 
authorities as a bomb-making factory They 
say it holds the largest cache of the two 
homemade explosives ever discovered in one 
spot in the U.S. 

San Diego County authorities confirmed 
Thursday they have found pentaerythritol 
tetranitrate, or PETN, a favorite of al-Qaida 
bomb-makers that now is the target of new 
U.S. airport body scans and pat downs. 

They also found more hexamethylene 
triperoxide diamine, or HMTD, in a bottle 
inside the house, but the two types of home- 
made explosives were not immediately re- 
moved because they are too volatile and the 
house is too cluttered to navigate safely As- 
sistant Sheriff Ed Prendergast said. 

In addition to bomb-making charges, 
Jakubec, 54, is charged with two bank rob- 
beries. Now being held in lieu of $5 million 
bail, he was on probation for a 2009 bur- 
glary conviction when he was arrested last 
week.

"Vet Thibodeau also heaped praise on Johnson, 
whose solid play almost was tainted by a bad foul 
on Steve Nash with the shot clock almost expired 
and 21.6 seconds left in regulation. Johnson fouled 
out on the play 

“James has been practicing very, very well,” 


Thibodeau said. “His approach has been great. 
He’s been putting in a lot of extra time. I have a lot 
of confidence in him.” 

Johnson flashed his typically upbeat nature af- 
terward. 

“Coach Thibs has trust in me; I know he does,” 


he said. “We have a lot of great players on the team 
so there’s going to be nights I’m not in the rota- 
tion. I always have to be ready and contribute with 
cheering or helping in practice. 

“I tried the overanxious role. It wasn’t working 
for me. ... Learning from your mistakes helps a lot.”

Anne Hathaway recalls the first time she 
made out with Jake Gyllenhaal: It was on the 
set of 2005’s “Brokeback Mountain,” in which 
the actress played the neglected wife to Gyl- 
lenhaal’s smitten cowboy, and they were film- 
ing a steamy tryst in the back seat of a car. 

“Jake had touched me everywhere except 
my boob,” says Hathaway, patting her chest 
as the pair sits together to discuss their new 
film, “Love & Other Drugs.” “^e did it very 
methodically: I would cover, they’d bring me a 
towel, I’d get out of the car, go behind a screen 
and get redressed. All of a sudden, I hear a 
throat clear from behind the screen. It’s Jake. 
Ah, Annie, so the thing is, in this scene, if it

‘And ... I don’t think you asked me this

Hathaway, who spent time with Parkinson’s 
patients and neurologists and read Michael J. 
Fox’s book on living with the disorder as part 
of her preparation, tried to reconcile the psy- 
chological trauma that accompanies the di- 
agnosis with this seemingly liberated artist’s 
bohemian approach to life. 

“I wanted to find away to have a girl who was 
free-spirited, intelligent, sexually unencum- 
bered,” she says. “But I thought it wouldbevery 
easy to take all those things I just described and 
turn her into a male fantasy I wasn’t interested 
in that. I wanted to relate to her as a woman, 
and I wanted girls to relate to her too.”

Dwayne Johnson earned fame as charismatic pro wrestler “The Rock,” then attracted new 
fans in such action movies as “The Scorpion King,” “Walking Tall” and “The Rundown” be- 
fore branching into comedies and children’s films. He’s returning to his action roots with 
“Faster,” opening Wednesday: It’s a crime drama in which Johnson sets out to avenge the 
murder of his brother. Johnson recently talked about his career. 


You’re back in the action mode with 
“Faster.” How come? 

My goal io years ago was to become a good 
actor, and I knew I couldn’t stay in the action 
genre. I wanted to do comedy, drama, family 
comedy, and those opportunities presented 
themselves, and I’m unapologetic for that. 
{“Faster” was] a very well-written story, great 
characters against a simple backdrop— you 
took something from me, and now you’re 
gonna pay, and that simple directive reso- 
nated for me. The movies of the ’70s that 
inspired {the film’s] writers, are my favorites, 
the Charles Bronson, Steve McQueen, Clint 
Eastwood, which are not driven for the sake 
of action, they are driven by emotion. 

You’ve decided to go by your real name, 
rather than The Rock. What’s the reason for 
that? 

The brand is the brand of The Rock. And my 
name on the marquee is Dwayne Johnson, 
but The Rock will always be the brand, and 
I’m fine with that. It was a thought-out plan 
as I transitioned from wrestling to acting; I 
wanted to transition to Dwayne Johnson. 


So what’s with all the pro wrestlers going 
into acting? Hulk Hogan, Jesse Ventura, 
John Cena —the list goes on and on. 

The world of pro wrestling is very theatri- 
cal. I think some guys just have the desire 
to be actors. I’m a third-generation wres- 
tler, I have a great love and passion for that 
world and the theatricality of wrestling. 

I had accomplished all my goals in pro 
wrestling, and I wanted to take the brass 
ring further. 

You’re an interesting biracial mix, 
African-Canadian and Samoan, yet you’ve 
managed to transcend race. Do you relate 
to your racial background? 

I think about it all the time. Have I made 
a big deal about it in the past? No. But I’m 
proud of what I am. I’m aware of the impact 
my success has had on many levels— being 
multi-ethnic. I do know people are intrigued 
by what I am— being multicultural. Any 
information I can share about my cultures, 

I do. But I think for a lot of cultures and 
nationalities, they don’t see colors when they 
see me, they just see Dwayne.

It’s up to the cast to add something to this 
effort from writer Ken Hixon (“City by the Sea”) and 
director/Ridley’s son Jake Scott. 

The verdict: This isn’t a movie; it’s acting practice. 
Obviously Stewart, Gandolfini and Leo took the roles 
for individual challenges and not for the actual movie, 
which backs away from a psychologically complicated 
situation that becomes more creepy than moving. 
Stewart’s performance identifies something strong hid- 
den within a beat-up teenage runaway but Gandolfini 
makes Doug too stable for a fish out of water trying 
to fill the void of his deceased child. A movie with this 
many cliches needs to let every character set off some 
sparks. “Rileys” has neither bark nor bite.

Can chef Kendal Duque’s new menu spark 
younger interest at The Chicago Firehouse?

The last time we went to The Chicago Fire- 
house, we didn’t exactly feel on the cutting- 
edge of the local dining scene. The food felt 
heavy and boring, the service was uncomfort- 
ably traditional and we were the youngest 
ones in the room by decades. 

So when we heard that Firehouse owner 
Matthew O’Malley of Mainstay Hospitality 
(which also includes South Loop neighbors 
Grace O’Malley’s and Wabash Tap) brought 
on chef Kendal Duque as a partner, our ears 
perked up. We loved his fresh, seasonal dishes 
at Sepia in the West Loop and also at Cuna in Lakeview (that is, before he left and the owner 
turned it into a wings-and-nachos sports bar). 

“There’s a younger generation [in the South Loop} that demands a level of dining that is excit- 
ing, that makes them thirst for more,” Duque told us in September, when he first started working 
on the refreshed menu that launched this month. His goal? To bring the lighter, brighter flavors 
that he’s known for to the table while still balancing the classics that the restaurant has thrived 
on since opening io years ago. We dined last weekend with one question in mind: Could Duque’s 
touches turn The Firehouse into a destination we’d consider for a date, or is it just the same old 
place to take our grandparents?

The crowd ... did look slightly younger than 
our last visit, pre-Duque, with a few 20s and 
30s couples on dates tucked between tables 
of retirees. We still felt like our server was 
more interested in the big group of grey hairs 
getting rowdy over bottles of wine at the 
next table. Maybe that’s why 30 minutes after 
being seated, we only had drinks on our table, 
still waiting to hear about the specials or 
order an appetizer. 

It takes some effort ... to find Duque’s 
seasonal touches among the restaurant’s 
signature classics. Among starters such as 
the oysters Rockefeller, shrimp cocktail 
and fried calamari you’ll find the seared sea 
scallops with Brussels sprouts and chunks of 


pork belly ($15). Though our portion was on 
the skimpy side, the flavors were subtle and 
satisfying. 

Our favorite dish of the night ... was warm 
squash salad ($11), found lurking among the 
wedge salad and French onion soup. Slices of 
acorn squash with baby arugula and slivers of 
prosciutto and parmigiano-reggiano cheese 
were only made tastier thanks to the citrusy 
walnut vinaigrette. 

The service ... still feels like a stodgy steak- 
house. Pleasant enough but personality-less, 
our server seemed on auto-pilot as she 
explained the restaurant was known for its 
steaks and offered to launch into the tradi- 


tional plastic-wrapped-steak-on-a-platter pre- 
sentation. If we had Duque in our kitchen, 
we’d be pushing his freshened-up dishes 
rather than the same-old same-old. For 
example, in lieu of the butter-based sauces 
that dressed most fish dishes on the previous 
menu, Duque added more dimension to a 
walleyed pike dish with cashew vinaigrette 
and root vegetables ($29). And he replaced 
the roasted Amish chicken’s heavy potato 
gratin with acorn squash, wild mushrooms 
and baby spinach ($21). 

It’s too bad ... the desserts are such a snooze. 
Creme brulee, key lime pie, raspberry cheese- 
cake ... Duque’s contemporary touches 
haven’t reached this part of the menu— yet.

When it comes to value meals, you 
can’t go wrong with a well-made sand- 
wich, soup and great coffee. Zaleski 
& Horvath Market Cafe in Hyde Park, 
which opened for business at the end 
of August after experiencing such suc- 
cess at its 47th Street location, serves 
up much more: The sandwiches are 
made with premium ingredients such 
as pasture-fed, organic roast beef and 
house-made tomato chutney; the cof- 
fee is Metropolis and the vibe is friendly 
and laid back. The space-with its ex- 
posed brick, garage-style window wall 
and shelf of specialty sundries-is a 
cozy mix of industrial-deli-upscale-gro- 
cery-coffeehouse. 

Main attraction: Sandwiches-or “Sam- 
mies,” as they’re called on the menu- 
and panini ring in at $6.50-$7.50. The 
Butcher’s Wife sammi ($7.25) included 
what possibly was every Italian deli 
meat available piled atop a crusty 
french roll with provolone, onion, toma- 
to and a splash of balsamic. Entree-size 
salads, also $6.50-$7.50, offer a slightly 
lighter alternative. The Ducky salad 
($7.50, below) was a flavor explosion 
of thin-sliced smoked duck meat, goat 
cheese, candied walnuts and tarragon 
vinaigrette on a generous bed of mixed 
greens. There’s also at least one fresh 
soup option every day ($3 for a cup, 

$4 for a bowl). 


Bottom line: Duque’s careful menu updates can 
go only so far when the restaurant still feels 
as old-school as ever. We’re more interested 
to see what Duque will cook when he has full 
control of his own kitchen.
